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Contlnuea from Page one 
spend the ex cess amounts fo r addi­ 
tional roads. 
A total appropriation of $7,037,- 
000 is recommended for the colleges 
and normals fo r the nex t two years 
in place of the present 5 cent school 
tax levy. 


The annual recommendation 
for 
each institution gives Indiana 
and 
Purdue universities $1,050,000 each, 
the Tern* Haute 
normal 
$305,000 
and the Muncie normal $267,500 . 
Indiana was allowed $325,000 for 
a new library, while P urdue was giv­ 
en $150,000 for a new horticultural 
building and $200,000 fo r a new en­ 
gineering building under t>lie recom­ 
mendations of the bill. 
The Terre Haute norm al’s building 
requests were denied but an increase 
o f $50,000 in the appropriation for 
operating ex pense was recommend­ 
ed. 
The bill includes an item of $250,- 
000 fo r a new library and assembly 
hall at the Muncie normal. 
A request of the Riley Memorial 
Hospital fo r $500,000 fo r new build­ 
ings w a s not allowed. 


The southern hospital for the in­ 
sane at Evansville is recommended 
to receive $300,000 for new buildings 
while the item of $500,000 for the 
buildings for the centra! hospital for 
the insane at Indianapolis was pr a c ­ 
tically eliminated.
